Serlin. Nov. 20.—The session of tbe 


Ceichstag yesterday was attended by .1 
lai ge crowd. Baron Von Lucanus, chlot 
of tha emperor's civil cabinet, was pres- 
ent as his majesty's representative. The 
icourt and diplomatic boxes were full. On 
the presentation of the supplementary 
credit for China, Count Von Bueiow, the 
Imperial chancellor, emphatically denied 
the assertion frequently made abroad 
that the China embrogUo was traceable 
to tha German occupation of Klao Chou 


The chancellor further declarec he di 1 


not wish at present to «y aaythiiii-' 
jwhich might b« prejudicial to the com-. 
jnon objects of tha powers in China, but 
tie felt the need of placing himself in 
touch with the circular to the. allied gov- 
ernments. The allegation that the gov- 
ernment had not foreseen the Chinese 
Crisis was true. 
Mas* of the other na- 


tions, likewise, had failed to anticlpata 
that the storm in the fax east would 
burst to violently or so soon, "But," he 
added, "the premonitory signs did not 
sscape us. 
We directed the attention 


fif the other cabinets repeatedly to these 
feigns. 


"The German desire is, not a political 


fcdventure, but the assertion of our in- 
terests, our rights and our honor as a 
treat people. We are waging no wax of 
conquest on China. 
We ordy wish for 


atonement for Chinese misdeeds and a 
guarantee of reforms. 
We especially 


desire atonement, since otherwise such 
things might occur again. 
W« deslra 


the influence accruing to Germany in the 
.present movement shall ba preserved 
to her. 
We desire our share in what 


3s to be won from China. 
"We will not 


jtvar-reach any one, and we win not let 
BT y one over-reach us. W« have noth- 
ing to gain by a partition o* China, and 
iflo not desire It. We shall fare best it 
China recovers herself, s» far as possible, 
Sunder tha beat ordered administration 
jpbtainable, and remains solvent. 


"We assume that the other powers will 


Hot make territorial acquisitions. There 
If no ground for doubting the loyalty of 
th&ir attitude. 
Of the end set in view 


by the circular note only the most urgent 
.point, the liberation of the Europeans in 
yefcin, has been attained. Other highly 
Important objects remain to be reached— 
Security of the lives and property of for- 
leigrners, adequate Satisfaction for out-

crazy idea. 
It would call for, at the 


lowest estimate, an allied army ot 1,889,- 
000 men, and Its success would amount, 
In plain terms, to conquering China- Tho 
dismemberment of the Chinese empire, 
whioh must in*vitably follow such an 
enterprise, could not but bring on a Eu- 
ropean war, with disaster to one or more 
of the western powers. 


Meanwhile. It looks to Washington as 


If all the vengeance that any one could 
demand has already been wreaked upon 
the Chinese people. Their women an<J 
children have been slaughtered, and two 
of the richest cities in the world have 
been looted and partly destroyeit 
It 


seems to the United States government 
as If there had been enough of this revel 
of blood, flre and pillage. It is evidently 
not the intention of the administration, 
however, to cut loose from the concert. 
The belief here is tha-t our Influence for 
right and decency will ba the more potent 
for our staying in the international 
councils, as our stepping out would 
doubtless be the signal for more extreme 
measures than any yet attempted.

Now is a good time to dis- 
pose of them. 


Fowls for breeding should not be posh- 


ed too fast or overfed. A steady, «T«B de- 
velopment is best.

Th« 
profits are greater whea the expenses are 
least 


A poultry house that combines many 


advantages is built with an ooen shed 
on the south, with tight roef. the house 
proper stoul.1 have a warm, dry roosting 
and laying apartsnent, arranged so as to 
afford good vcatfiation whea seeded and 
yet avoid a direct draft 


The cellar is no place for poultry. 


While it may he uniform IB temperature 
and may protect the fowls from severe 
cold, as a rule the cellar is damp, and 
the rasult usually suds with roup. There 
are few cellars that are perfectly dry, 
and poultry houses are to be preferred oa 
this account.—Pt. Louis Republic

good for laborer's work. Let ns cast oar 
thoughts, however, over a wider horiion 
and see hew the decadss that bring the 
peril are also bringing the remedy. Science 
is steadily sweeping «away all those hum- 
blest classes of employment. Hardly any 
ssao has now to toil up ladders with the 
bod of bricks upon his shoulder. 
Th* 


donkey engine does the purely animal 
•art of the work. The reaper is replaced 
If the machine, and the plowman is fast 
tecodiag as th* steam plow makes its ap- 
pearance. We ravely see long lines of 
tnen laden with coal baga running up 
planke as in the olden days. The need of 
Ben to do the work of horses is steadily 
•Iknimshing. 


It is trca that science ha* by no means 


conquered tke whole domain. There is 
•till much •crabbing of floors to be done 
by m«B sad women on bended knee*, and 
coal is still hewn out with pick and ax 
and the use of muscle, with but littl* use 
•f brains. And yet, «vea in onr fertile 
country, science never works by revolu- 
tion, but only by progress. One domain 
after another has gone. Wh«r€ are now 
the armies of water carriers and chair 
porters and night men and sawyers whom 
tmr grandfathers used to require? Imag- 
ine if ships had Mill to be moved by gal- 
lay rowers what millions would b* doom- 
ed to a beastlike toil. 


Some parts of tke big domain of nnre- 
•ected labor will long be left untouched, 
but the process is going forward, and it 
b clear that while education is rendering 
the lower classes unfit lor the humblest 
•orts of occupations, science is steadily 
•weeping away these occupations. 
It 


would be too Mitch to hope that these 
processes should be at all times strictly 
proportioned to one another. Bet in the 
feneral drift of things they are compen- 
satory, and if we only give to science a 
reasonable tune it wiB lear« as none of 
that labor to be clone wbiob requires an 
ttnedoeated laborer. 


Then comes the uoeaaT question as to 


•what is to become of the classes thus de- 
prived of ocoupatiou. Th* working class- 
SB themselv»8 often curse the progress of 
Invention and are tempted to look upon 
It as DO friend to their welfare. Thare 
•re now, it to true, no longer any ma- 
chin* breaking frenzies, bat the difficulty 
often arises in an acute, though silent, 
suffering. Unfortunately society has al- 
ways to travel to permanent 
good 


through transitory ills. When an army 
•f compositors ia dismissed because some 
cue has invetrted a roacbiue, there is ex- 
rose for some bitterness of feeling. And 
fet there wa« a time when a whole army 
of manuscript book copiers bad to give 
Way before the advent of the compos- 
itor. 


But the difficulty is always evanescent, 


lor here, too, there are compensating in- 
fluences at work. For if science is abol- 
ishing occupations at the lower end of 
the scale, she is creating new ones at th* 
top. Think of the hundreds of thousands 
ef men who in England are now employ- 
ed in callings that had no existence 60 
years ago— the telegraphers and phonog- 
raphers and machinists of a hundred 
kinds. In the last decade or two what 
an army of skilled men has been de- 
manded by ft* invention of the bicycle, 
the telephone and the electric light! 


As compared with 100 years ago, think 


Of the long array of marine aad locomo- 
tive engineers, the ebemists, the journal- 
ists, the draftsmen, tke teachers, the 
postmen, railway pert*rs and tram con- 
ductors. What a multitude of callings 
mie there which are either new or else 
Mwly stocked, ao that, while the popula- 
tion has quadra pied, their ranks have 
been multiplied a huad*edf«lfl. But it is 
the entirely netr empiaf/meol* that strike 
lit* mind m*t fore&fr, and any one who 
run* bis eye down a «*snras of the occupa- 
tions of tk* people will satisfy himself 
that in England of the present day one- 
fifth part of tie adult male population 
find their Hvetthoad in callings that bad 
Ho exiitwwe 106 yean ago. 
Thus wbil* science takes away with 


eue band it IrbwaHy bestows with the 
cth«r, but what ft takes away are the 
low class ccewpatfcms, aad what It gives 
•ire the high elaas one*, demanding intel- 
ligence aad cultivating it. The general 
tendency if therefore hamaoUtng. 


Bat of c*«rs* it never happens that the 


coal heaver, whn tlmwn oat of work by 
the introdncflra ot a rteaza ccatte, can go 
•way and |*t a plate in on* of the newly 
created superior catting*. He is not saca 
a fool as to waste his time in applying 
for an opening as an electrical engineer. 
But there i» a gradual cr9»?ing up that is 
always taking p1a.ce. And yet the trans- 
fer is much let* effected by the promotion 
Of individanls than by promotion of gen- 
erations. 


Mo doubt it som*titntts happens that

The rail Enjene Aram was a liar and 


'a thief, who, despite his learning, sur- 
rounded himself with low companions 
and wk« was the author of a plot to kill 
a shoemaker tor the sake of a little mon- 
ey. 
He abandoned his wife and chil 


dren to shift for themselves for 14 years, 
and on trial for Lis life, instead of tli-ovv 
ing remorse, he conducted his own de 
tense in a Aogt masterly attack on cir- 
cumstantial evidence. 


Aram was bern in 1704 in Yorkshire. 


By the time he was 14 years old he was 
regarded in the neighborhood as a prod- 
igy of learning. His fame for piety 
and gentleness as a scholar spread, and ; 
as a result he was invited to Kcares- j 
borough to open a school in 1734. There 
a strange development took place ID 
Aram's character. He formed an asso 
ciation with a drinking, turbulent ciowd 
of men, the opposite of himself. Among 
them Daaiel Clark, who kept a little 
cobbler's shop; Richard Houseman, a 
flax dresser; Terry, an alehouse keeper, 
and lies, a pawnbroker, were prominent, 
In 1745 Clark married a woman with a 
small fortune of £200. Immediately he 
and his companions devised a scheme 
to rob her and her friends. Clark was 
to obtain all the goods he could on 
credit and hand them over to Aram and 
Hou<seiaan, who were to deposit them in 
a safe place. Then after seeming the 
plunder Clark wag to decamp, leaving 
bis wife to shift for herself, and the 
property was to be hold and divided be- 
tween the taree men. 
This was the 


scheme ip wfcich the noble Eugene Aiam 
of Lord Lytton was to and did bear his 
full part. 


Clark went about procuring a wide va- 


riety of articles on credit. He pretended 
be was about to give a great wedding 
feast and borrowed silver 
tankards, 


salvers, spoons, etc., from whomever 
would lend them. As fast as the differ- 
ent articles were obtained Clark, accom- 
panied by Aram and Houseman, carried 
them to a place called St. Robert's cave, 
pltuated in a field adjoining the Nid, a 
rner 
near 
Knaresborough. 
All 
tbe 


plate was hammered down flat and tha 
smaller articles got in a shape difficult ol 
identification under the supervision ol 
Aram. 
When Clark had "borrowed" 


about everything valuable his acquaint- 
ances had to lend, the plotters decided ii 
was tira* for bin to disappear. So in 
the early merning of Feb. 8, 1745, he, 
Aram and Houseman went to the cave 
to divide the spoils before Clark left. 
Aram and C4»rk had quarreled a good 
deal during tke progress of predatory op- 
eration*. At tke entrance to the cars 
the quarrel was renewed, and Aram, 
who was a man evidently of greal 
strength, pushed Clark away and rained 
down tremendous blows on his head and 
chef t. Olark f«H and died in a moment. 


Houseman, terrified at tke sight and, 


as be said, afraid, of meeting the sama 
fate, torfte* aad ran away. 
Aram did 


not show a particle of remorse or f*ar. 
iHs gathered np the booty and carried 
it to bis boas*, where he buried part ol 
it in the garden. 
He bnrled Clark'a 


body »ad h*ap*d etones ov*r th* grave. 
In tbe aftwaooa be want for Houseman 
and threatened bim if he disclosed ths 
murder aad naie him believe be was 
equally guiHy in law. 
Aram's wif« 


beard the two m*n whispering over th« 
deed. She told Houseman she believed 
her husband ha* made way with Clark, 
Houseman told tbs gentle Ar.iia, where 
npon he said tbey could admit the wo- 
man into the roam and shoot h*r. Mrs 
Aram, greatly tcrriled, asked no mor« 
questions. 
• 


Clark's disappearance was not noticed 


for a day or two. Then th* people from 
whom he bad "bsrtowea" jewelry anil 
plate began to make inquiries. 
Suspi- 


cion was directed at A rani in soue way. 
The village authorities searrfvei 
kh 


house and fa«nd a bundle cotrtaJncaf 
plate and clothing stained with blood. 
Kotwithstaading this evidence of Aram's 
complicity it an iatwuled robbery, no ac- 
tion seems to bav« been taken by the au- 
thorities, nor was it snEp*«t«d that Clark 
had be*n murdered. Th* neighbors be- 
gan to }t*r at the loaned schoolmaster, 
however, and Aram s«4d«nly !<rft his 
wife and children and walked to London 


For 14 years his tetBity heard nothiag 


of him. He spent the greater part of 
the time wandering abaut from place to 
place, at last flnding a situation as tuhei 
in a school at Lynn. In June, 1738, a 
horse dealer who bad known bim in 
Knaresboreuc'1 met kim in tne- Lynn 
market. Araot denied his identity. By 
a singnlar coincidence, almost the da? 
the horse dealer accosted the now gray 
haired seaotfUeaefeer, 
a skeleton wa< 


found by some warkaaen digging a pit 
in Thistle kill, in Knaresbnttagh. 


A country town bas a k««n recoHec- 


tion of *verrthi*g that has occurred ta 
disturb it, and immediately tb* disap- 
pearance of Clark 14 years before was 
remembered. Heuficaaaa, stBl ahve, got 
drunk first and then 3oin«d tbe crowd 
of villager* looking at tke ezbnmed skel- 
eton. "Clark," he said, with drunken 
gravity, "was never bnried here." 


The latter, still too drank to realize 


the gravity of his position, nattered thai 
Clark's body would be friend in St. Rob- 
ert's cave. The crowd made a rush foi 
that place, and soon a skeleton was ex- 
humed. 
"I did not kill hiss," gasped House- 


man, 
now thoroughly sober and terrified. 


"It was Aram. I had n* part." 


EUuseBan was taken to tbe village jail 


and a warrant wa* sworn out for Aram. 
When the *fle*rs took him away from 
the school tbe pnpU* cried. The govern- 
ment used Hoatessan as a witness te 
convict Aram. The latter'* speech in hii 
own defense has came down complete— 
a masterly attack on circumstantial evi- 
dence, shnwiag th* intellectual p«wer ol 
tte saftc. Arsis made a bilf c*nt>Mt«»« 
the night before his eieeution, followed 
by aa attempt at saiclde. According t« 
the cnstam *f the time bis body wai 
hnaged ia chains, aad it swung in 
KaarMborongh forest until 1778.

later, wben the details *f his crime were 
din, his remarkable career attracted 
Hood and Bnlwer, and thus th* obscara, 
talented, perverted man became a part

Boston and Maine Said to be Squeezing 


Towns Where It is Alone 


The taking over of the Fitchburg 


road by the Boston and Maine last 
July according to the Sprinlgfield Re- 
publican is beginning to affect towns 
along the Connecticut river division of 
the latter road in regard to the price 
of coal, the conditions being such in 
Chicopee .Chicopee Falls, Williman- 
sett and other places where the Boston 
and Maine is the one railroad, that 
something in the nature of a coal 
famine is imminenlt. About a month 
ago the Boston and Maine made an ad- 
vance on coal freight rates north of 
Springfield, which is the southern ter- 
mlnlus of the road in this vicinity. The 
object of this is to force coal tover the 
Fitchburg from the Hudson river at 
Troy or eoma place near that point 
through Rotterdam Junction, over the 
Fitchburg and down through Green- 
Held, a very roundabout route. Ever 
sintee the taking on of the Connecticut 
River rtmd, about eight years ago, the 
Boston and Maine had a system of 
Joint rates with the New Tork, New 
Haven and Hartford and other rttads 
with western ankl southern connections 
In this city eo that it was possible to 
make through shipments from

Now, how- 
ever, the Boston and Maine hi* with- 
drawn from all connection) with the 
Now York, New Haven and Hartford 
as regards the Joint rates. They have 
a coal llni» of their own on the Fitch- 
burg and they jAtturj.ll} wish to obtain 
as much trade au fiOH&lble for it.

The annual meeting of the Hoosac 


Valley agricultural society was held 
today at St. Jean Baptiste hall, open- 
ing a few minlutes after 11 o'clock. The 
attendance was small, only about 30 


lumbers being prea at. Some of thPse 


were late arriving, and before they all 
got there it was necessary to send out 
for a few to make up a quorum and 
enable the meeting to begin! business. 
The things of prime interest were the 
treasurer's report and the election of 
officers, 
The report of the treasurer 


was highly satisfactory, for while it 
showed but a small profit it was the 
first time for some years" that the so- 
ciety had been able to report any gain, 
and the change was refreshing, even if 
the gain! was email. The work of the 
officers was so much appreciated that 
they were re-elected for another year 
almost without change. 


The first thing called for was the 


treasurer's report, which was read by 
treasurer M. R. Ford. It showed re- 
ceipts during the year 'of $15,919.10, this 
amount including $10,000 that was bor- 
rowed to take up notes and pay run- 
ning expenses, arid left the actual re- 
ceipts $5,919.10. The expenditures were 
$14,910.21, which included the payment 
of notes and unpaid bills to the am'ount 
of about ?9,000. This leaves a balance 
of $1,090 in the treasury and shows a 
n'at profit of $122.56 for the year. The 
expenses of the society were increased 
in two unex.ected ways. The Febru-

to the extent of about 5100 worth of 
fence. The track was practically re- 
built at a cost of $850, of which $450 was 
raised by subscription.

"I hare sten rambling in nearly all id 


forms," said an old employee of the pttst- 
office department the other day, "bat 1 
think the moat unique performance I ev- 
er witnessed alone that line was a game 
of seren up durins the civil war. I wr» 
a member of an Ohio resiment that had 
a part in some of the fiercest fighting Ot 
the whole four years' struggle. 
Among 


my comrades were three privates whr 
were devotedly attached to one another. 
They were the Aramis, Porthos and 
Athos of the regiment, with D'Artajnan 
left out. During the days in camp they 
were inseparable, pnd they spent mod of 
the time plajins seven up. They did not 
gamble, for it U doubtful if their friend- 
ship would hare remained ns steadfast if 
money had been l&id on the cards. 


"The trio made a compact, which was 


sworn to over a drumhead, that if one of 
them was killed, in battle the remaining 
ttvo would play one game of seven up on 
his dead body. Of course the agreement 
was made with all the daredevil care- 
lessness of the soldier, but it was as bind- 
ing as if It had been an oath bound 
pledge on a. more serious subject. Possi- 
bly they neT*r thought they would hav« 
to execute it. At any rate it was known 
throughout the regiment that the com 
pact hsd keen made, and it was the sub- 
ject of more or less comment. 


"But the time cam* when they were 


called npon to perform the agreement. 
It was at the bleody battle of Stone Hir- 
er that one of the triumvirate died wit* 
a bullet through his heart. He was erne 
of those chosen to add to the awful car 
nage of the day. Then came tfee oppor- 
tunity to see tli? true metal of the soldioi 
of that day. The other two carried the 
body of their clend comrade off the field 
when the Cjatins was over and laid it ir 
their tent. I was there whan they camr 
in. They looked at the lifeless form foi 
a long, long timp, and 'at the same mo- 
ment each looked at the other. 
" 'Get the cards, Jake,' said one. 
"The pack was produced, the cards 


were suffleA and dealt. The faded blus 
coat of their comrade, with the bullet 
hole through the chest, was the table on 
•which they played. 
The tears rolled 


down their ' cheeks so that they could 
hardly see the spots, and the sobs stifled 
their yoiees nntil they could not say 
whether they 'begged' or 'gave.' They 
played the gams out, but I don't belief* 
either knew which, had won."— Washing- 
ton Post.

A moment later the 
dragoons" came out, fired their carbines 
at the supposed prisoner and galloped 
off, intending to return later to rifle the 
body.

himself on the horse's back, as if he 
were part of the load. The owner came 
out, mounted and rode away without 
detecting the peculiar contemts of one 
of the sacks.

Malpas, Cnesatae, possess a moat amus- 
ing peculiarity, aays The Golden Penny. 
Bach one consist; t>f several seats, which 
are really, thoueh not apparently, de- 
tached, aai they look easy and comforta- 
ble, la thie case appearances are de- 
coitfnl, for should one occupant of any 
o»c s*?.t lean forward while ''nidnid 
noddinj," over he noes on the floor. Tha 
seat is so constructed as to easily tip 
ortr wh«n any weijht is placed on its 
outer or /rent edge and was so designed 
to prevent peeple from eoing to sleep in 
church. 


We still find in a fOTf of our ancient 


churches the high pe^rs. luxurious cush- 
ions and curious fittings of former days. 
• In the good old times, when the squire 
was lord of all he surreyed in the villaje, 
his pew in the parish church was ofccn 
a kind of sitting roam. One such pew oc- 
| cupies the whole of the south transept of 


j the dnninutire church at Gatton, in Sur- 


rey. It kas a fireplace, a loir seat which 
extends r»und two sides of the room and 
blue tapestry decoration. Abort it is an- 
other floor, on which are three or four or- 
dinary pews for the use of the sqnire'a 
servants, and from it a covered way leads 
to Gattou Hall, some few yards away. 
There may be come truth in the story 
that a former squire used to enjoy a pipe 
by the fireplace during the sermon nnd 
that if he became Tv-eary he would go out 
taroush the private door for a short stroll 
ia the churchyard. 


A. similar p*w exists in a church at Col- 


wieh, Staffordshire. 
It has a staircase 


Itadiag to a prirate door, nnd it is said 
that the poatrann came this tvay to con- 
vey letters and thnt the servant brought 
ia cake und wine for consumption during 
the serriee. 


The royal p«w of St. George's chnpel, 


Windsor, is peculiar, because it is the lar- 
gest of its kind in Englnnd and on ac- 
count of it* being situated above the 
choir, down upon which the queen can 
Bee the service from a fine oriel window. 


In little Benjamin church, Norfolk, is a 


p«w for strangers find wedding parties. 
It was constructed by a shepherd and 
bears a cheerful, suRfestive piece of or- 
nameatatioa in the shape of the carving 
of a skelctoa, with the following inscrip- 
tion: 
f«r c«upTes joined tn wedloeV, «nd my Frieni 
Th»t «ST»T!£rr is; Tills scat I did intendr. 
But bnilt at the cost and charge of Stephen Cris- 


fcee.

Even 
now tho war expenses aro $35,000,000 
a month, and when the last shot has 
fceeu fired, which will probably uot be 
until January, the bill for bringing the 
army home may reach a total of $106,- 
000,000. 
"W« understand," says tb« 


London Dally News, "that Lord Rob- 
erts has Intimated that it It Impossi- 
ble to withdraw more troops from 
gouth Africa." Perhaps, then, January 
Is too early a date to set for the return 
of the army. 
Lprd Roberto was to 


fcave been in England by this time, bnt 
the work of pacification Is too much 
'Ike war to permit him to leave South 
AAIea. The submission of the Boer 
commanders may be only a question of 
time, but bunting them down one by 
one and enforcing martial law over 
a wide area Is a mighty expensive 
business. 


When Oronje was captured and Jcu- 


bert died, the end of the war seemed 
to be near, and when Pretoria fell In 
early summer further resistance did 
act enter seriously into British calcu- 
lations. 
But the main body of the 


Boers, under General Botha, had to be 
driven from Middlebnrg, Machadodorp 
and Lydenburg, and not until Komati- 
poort, on the Portuguese boundary, 
•was In the Invader's possession did 
President Kniger abandon tbe strag- 
gle. The other day the Dutch cruiser 
Gelderland, which is conveying him to 
Europe, touched at Port Said, and un- 
official France is preparing to give him 
a welcome inspired by implacable 
hatred of England. 


What connection there is between the 


old president's mission and the pro- 
tracted resistance by the Boers has not 
transpired, but the diplomat of that re- 
markable people is as tenacious as the 
soldier. It Is not to be supposed that 
the last meeting of President Kruger 
and his cabinet was barren of specula- 
tion concerning the future. He inugt 
have crossed the frontier not as a fugi- 
tive, but as an emissary of his coun- 
try charged with delicate negotiations. 
It may be a foregone conclusion that 
they will fail, but bis mysterious visit 
to Europe accounts for the presence In 
the field of the remnant of the Boer 
army. 
- . 


We may assume that the war as a 


great contest is over, although the 
fighting bill is still prodigious. But 
afterward there will be the garrison 
and the police bills, for martial law 
will prevail In South Africa, in theory 
at least, for many along day. Then there 
will be the administrative bill, for the 
problem of governing will be compli- 
cated. The total must still be in the 
millions, and no financier can foresee 
the tim« when the South African col- 
onies will be profitable to England. 
Her rule may prove beneficent and 
just and productive in the Transvaal of 
a larger measure of liberty than was 
possible under the Dutch oligarchy, but 
the struggle for pelitical supremacy 
will go on between the two races, the 
war account will never be liquidated, 
and self government will some day be 
the portion of South Africa.

Although the antediluvian patriarchs, 


with their arerage lifetime of nine centu- 
ries, be assumed to correspond to oaf 
present "oldest inhabitant," who may av- 
erage at most nine decades, we must still 
infer that the general arerase of human 
life was in like manner ten times as long 
by nature before the flood as cow. Of it- 
self this lengthened term must have sev- 
eral times multiplied thejjresent ratio of 
increase in population.

DIGGING FOR TREASURE 


Unusual Discovery of Two Adams Boys 


in Medford 


The big1 hunt for treasure In Med- 


fOrd, reported briefly yesterday, is of 
especial interest in view of the fact 
that it was started by two former Ad- 
ame boys, Rosewell and Kenneth Cad- 
igan. These two with a companion 
named John Taylor, wer« digginr the 
foundation for a hut which they were 
building for a "Bryan club" they had 
formed. Thoy had not been digging 
long when they struck an earthern jar. 
The jar 
was broken and from 
it 


was spilled upon the ground $300 in 
silver. The c'oins were of various de- 
nominations. The boys realized in an 
instant that they were rich and after 
filling their pockets with the money, 
carried he rest in handkerchiefs. On 
their way home the b»j* told of their 
silver mine and showed tfca treasure. 


In a ehort time the «p*t where the 


money was found re»«ml»ltd a now min 
ing camp in the west. All «torto of Im- 
plements were used for digging over 
the soil, but the boys had th* banner 
claim and left only a t*w yl«OM behind 
them, with what wa» Itft of tl»» Jar.

Th* 
eldest 


United 
States 
coin 
was 
a 


dollar ' bearing 
the flat* of 1798. 


It had the liberty head on one side, 
with 13 stars, and on the obverse side 
the United States shield. 
The half 


dollars wore of the same pattern and 
instead of the rim being milled, it was 
smooth with the value of the piece 
stamped upon it. 


Most of the piece*, however, were of 


foreign coinage, and included those 
coined in France, Brazil, Spain .Mex- 
ico, Peru, Italy and from the Grecian 
archipelago . 


It was thought the coins were rare 


pieces, but when a coin catalogue was 
consulted it was found that none of 
them called for a premium. A riumber 
of the older pieces of different nations 
were submitted to an expert in coins, 
and it was found that they were only 
valued at face am'ounts. 


Both Mr. Taylor and Mr. Cadigan 


took the coins to Bostonl for the pur- 
pose of determining their exact value, 
but the best offer they received was 
face value for the United States coins 
and the prevailing price for the metal 
for the foreign coins. A large number 
'of the pieces, however, have been sold 
for face value to antiquarians for sou- 
venirs. 


Regarding the right to hold the coin 


found under such circumstances, a 
prominent lawyer who was consulted 
said that the coin f»bv4'«usly belonged 
neither to the owner of the propei-ty 
on whose land it was found nlor to the 
boys who found it. Until «uch time as 
the real owner of the coin might be 
found however, tjhe m*n on whose prop 
erty it was found had th« right to keep 
it. subject to the lost pr«perty statutes. 
The boys, in a. legal sense, were tres- 
passers. 


The holder of the coinl if it has a 


value of more than $10, is obliged to 
have it officially appraised and to ad- 
vertise the fact of its discovery in a 
newspaper, and also by p'ssting iioMces 
hi tv,o fublic places in the town where 
it was found. If the real owi?r -i\.- 
pearn vilhin a year, anfl prows his 
claim, he is entitled to the nouey, 
after paying- charges. If, at the end 
of a iear, the owner has n'ot appeared, 
the holder of the coin retains half of 
it, but must pay the other hair to ihe 
town t'.oasurer.
